I recently talked with s banana, 
expert. Dr. Lewis Knudson, of Cor­ 
nell University. 
He spoke of the 
contrast, the color, that Is In the 
story of bananas. 
A moving pic­ 
ture might begin with scenes of 
tropical lifo— the huge plantations, 
the simple, primitive laborers, long 
lines of banana-laden mules plod­ 
ding through the forests to the rail­ 
roads, then a great fleet of steam­ 
ers, for the exclusive use of the 
banana Industry. Our picture would 
Include the men who helped clear 
the country, the men who built rail­ 
roads through tbs tropical jungle« 
to the Interior, scientists and engi­ 
neers, and airplane pilots. 
Dr. Knudson says most of the la­ 
bor on the banana plantations Is 
done by natives—West Indian Ne­ 
groes—and people of Indian-Span- 
lsh ancestry. 
The San Bias In­ 
dians work on the plantations along 
the Atlantic Coast in the Republic 
of Panama, and on the string of 
palm-fringed Islands, which Colum­ 
bus called "Islands more numerous 
than the days of the year." The 
San Bias Indians have no written 
or pictured language. 
As a mark 
of beauty, the women paint a streak 
of red or black dov*a the middle 
of the nose, and eVery baby girl Is 
provided with a nose ring that she 
wears all her life. 
When the men 
dress up, they wear small derby 
bats. 
As we hate said before, the ba­ 
nana is an eccentric fruit—It does 
not grow on the tree the way we 
see It banging in the grocery store; 
It grows upside down. Upon a long 
stalk, the banana plant produces 


huge leaves and 
flowers which 
grow In clusters. These flowers de­ 
velop into banauas. 
All bananas are cut while green, 
and If cut at just the right stage 
they will be ready for market at a 
stated time. 
In the holds of ba­ 
nana ships, temperature and hu­ 
midity 
sro 
carefully 
regulated. 
When the cargoes, reach their des­ 
tinations, the fruit Is Immediately 
put into ripening rooms, and its 
ready to eat about a week later. 
When bananas are ripe—that is, 
when the peel is flecked or spotted 
with brown—then you have bana­ 
nas at thefr best; the flavor is de­ 
veloped to Its highest delicacy, and 
the fruit is most digestible. 
But I wanted to tell you some­ 
thing about bow bananas grow. 
River valley land Is usually select­ 
ed for the plantations. 
The roots 
are planted right in the thick jun­ 
gle. 
After 
planting, 
the forest 
growth is cleared away, and the 
underbrush cleaned out. 
As the 
great jungle trees are cut down, 
they are left to rot where they fall. 
The rotted trunks provide fertilizer 
for the banana plants. 
The 
banana 
tree 
matures 
In 
about a year—a fact that Is surpris­ 
ing to those of us unacquainted 
with the tropics. When the fruit 
is ready to be picked, that i.«, 
when the huge green bunch of ba­ 
nanas with all its fingers pointing 
up, is ready, a native cutter takes 
his knife, fastened to a long pole, 
and slashes the tree a few feet be­ 
low the fruit, so that the whole top 
falls over and the bunch of green 
bananas is dropped to the shoul­ 
der of the man waiting to catch It 
—the "backer" this man is called. 
Then the banapa cutter chops the 
bunch from the stalk, and the 
"backer ’ carries It to a mule, or to 
a small tram, and it’s soon on the 
say to the main railroad. 
But while the banaDa tree Is ma­ 
turing, new plants are pushing up 
rapidly. 
As soon as the parent 
tree is cut, these grow up quickly 
and bear another crop, in 12 to 15 
months. 
Thank goodness, we don’t know 
what It Is any more to have a 
scarcity of bananas.

SAVING MONEY WITH 
EVAPORATED MILK 


A LL of us want to save money 
and cut the corners these dsys, 
and one good way to do it is to 
use evaporated milk in cooking: in 
custards, 
junket, 
puddings, 
with 
cooked vegetables and so on. Dieti­ 
tians don’t say you have to drink 
your dally pint or quart of milk, 
you know. You can get it in any 
way so long as the total amount 
Is all right. 
And the amount of 
money you can save by using evapo­ 
rated milk in cooking is an item 
not to be sneezed at. 
Not long ago, I visited an evapo- 
rated-milk plant in Wisconsin. I 
wish every women who uses evapo-. 
rated milk could have seen that 
plant. 
From top to bottom, it Is 
as clean as a whistle, and from the 
time the milk is received from the 
farmer to the time it goes out in 
the freight train, no human hand 
has touched it. 
Fresh milk goes through two pre­ 
liminary heatings before the evapo­ 
ration begins. Then it is pumped 
into the vacuum pans—really big 
copper tanks with heating coils In 
tbe bottom. 
Great pumps that throb and grunt 
suck the air out of the tanks and 
create a vacuum. 
When the milk 
goes into this vacuum, the water 
evaporates almost instantaneously. 
Next the milk goes to the visccllzer, 
where it's forced, by a pump with 
tremendous pressure, between metal 
plates so close together that you 
wouldn’t 
know 
there 
was 
any 
space between them st all. What 
th at does Is to break up the big fat 


globulea Into very minute, tiny fat 
globules. These stay suspended in 
th* milk and never separate ont to 
come to the top as cream. 
After the fat globules are broken 
up, the milk is Immediately cooled, 
and run into big tanks, from which 
it Is pamped to the canning and 
sterilizing room. The whole can is 
closed, you know, except for a tiny 
hole in the cover, and the evapo­ 
rated milk is automatically forced 
In through this little hole, after 
which the hole is closed by an auto­ 
matic 
soldering 
machine. 
Then 
there are two more heatings, and 
finally the sterilizing. 


There ia a maxe of automatic 
conveyor« all over the huge plant. 
The cans always seem to be going 
places—climbing up ladders, rolling 
down hills, sauntering along on the 
level-—always going somewhere, all 
by themselves, along narrow little 
tracks, nobody ever touching them 
—till they end up in the freight 
car and call it a day. 
Evaporated milk is a fine whole­ 
some product 
Medical men and 
dietitians of high standing have 
found that as far as hcaithfuiness 
goes, evaporated 
milk 
comes off 
with flying colors. And as ^ r as 
safety goes—well, of course, evapo­ 
rated milk is sterilised. There Just 
can't be any dangerous germs in 
i t
